Nine  years  ago  a  special 
academic  unit  deemed  it 
practical  to  establish  an 
extreme  western  campus  of 
the  University  of  Toronto.  In 
due  time,  on  these  ramblings 
two  hundred  acres,  was  built 
what  we  know  as  Erindale 
college  —  called  such  with  no 
other  reason  in  mind  except 
its  situation  near  the  village 
of  Erindale.

Fifteen 
co-signers  signify  a  valid 
recommendation  and 
suggestions  will  be  accepted 
by  Mrs.  Shane  (Room  229) 
until  Wednesday,  November 
3rd.  So  far  two  names  have 
been  submitted 

—  Mississagua  Campus  of  the 
University  of  Toronto 

—  Erindale  Campus  — 
University  of  Toronto.

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AN  OPEN  LETTER 

FROM 
DEAN  ROBINSON 


In  the  absence  of  the 
Principal  I  am  writing  to  tell 
you  about  serious  difficulties 
that  have  arisen  this  year 
with  regard  to  the  College's 
Operating  Budget. 

As  many  of  you  already 
know,  our  yearly  income  is 
determined  by  the  number  of 
full  and  part-time  students 
enrolled  at  the  College.  In 
view  of  the  expected  high 
demand  for  places  this  year 
we  made  plans  to  enrol  850 
freshmen.  These,  together 
with  returning  students, 
suggested  a  total  population 
of  2,175  students  this  year; 
the  actual  number  is  1,920 
and  the  difference  in  income 
from  that  originally 
anticipated  therefore 
amounts  to  approximately 
three  quarters  of  a  million 
dollars. 

One  can  suggest  "several 
reasons  why  the  freshman 
class  is  only  720  and  many 
students  in  higher  years  have 
not  returned:  doubtless  the 
difficulty  of  summer 
employment,  reduced 
student  aid  and  the  general 
economic  climate  have  all 
contributed.  Nevertheless  we 
are  faced  with  financial 
difficulties  and  all  will  have 


to  practice  care  in  using  our 
resources  if  we  are  to  survive 
the  year  without  creating 
severe  difficulties  for  the 
future. 

I  am  writing,  therefore, 
to  ask  the  co-operation  of 
every  member  of  the 
community  in  accepting 
what  I  hope  will  be  only 
minor  inconveniences  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  In 
particular  I  ask  those  who 
have  the  authority  to 
purchase  equipment  and 
supplies  on  behalf  of  the 
College,  and  all  those  who 
use  College  facilities,  to  use 
them  sparingly. 

I  regard  the  happiness  of 
every  member  of  our 
community  as  our  most 
important  asset  and  no  one 
should  regard  their 
appointment  as  being  in 
jeopardy.  With  co-operation 
from  all  we  shall  surmount 
this  new  difficulty  as  we  have 
overcome  so  many  others 
during  our  brief  existence. 
Please  consult  me  directly  if 
situations  arise  that  you 
think  should  be  brought  to 
my  attention.

THE  GAME  OF  THE  LIGHT  BRIGADE 
AND  AFTERMATH 


On  Monday  Oct.  25, 
mounted  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Police  charged  into 
an  unarmed  and  relatively 
quiet  crowd  and  trampling 
anybody  who  got  in  their 
way.  One  young  woman  was 
kicked  in  the  head  by  a 
horse's  hoof,  another  in  the 
back,  that  is  not  to  mention 
the  various  people  who  got  a 
taste  of  the  riding  crops 
while  running  away  and  tne 
savage  beatings  to  the  face, 
head  and  groin  which  were 
experienced  by  many 
demonstrators  at  the  hands 
of  "Metro's  Finest."  This  put 
Toronto's  Police  Department 
in  the  illustrious  company  of 
Vancouver's  Police,  Chicago's 
Police  Department,  the 
Mississippi  Highway  Patrol 
and  the  Ohio  National 
Guard.  The  reason  given  for 
the  police  action  was  that 
such  lethal  objects  as  plastic 
candle  holders  were  thrown. 


They  also  claimed  that  rocks 
and  sticks  were  thrown,  but 
none  of  these  were  thrown 
before  the  police  had  charged 
and  injured  several 
demonstrators.  On 
Wednesday  I  was  quite 
surprised  to  say  the  least  to 
find  the  kind  of  attitude  that 
led  to  this  shameful  episode 
expressed  in  the  Erindalian. 
It  seems  to  be  a  dominant 
view  in  Canada  that  the 
protesting  groups  are 
nuisances.  Many  Canadians, 
living  in  their  protective 
cocoon  of  affluent  apathy 
(sounds  like  Erindale  in 
microcosm)  do  not  realize 
that  people  are  being 
subjected  to  what  amounts 
to  cultural  and  intellectual 
rape  in  the  Soviet  Union.

Russian      Revolution     was 
started.  People  in  Canada  do 
not     realize     that     Soviet 
citizens  are  being  imprisoned 
and     persecuted     for     such 
things     as     criticizing     the 
government    and    trying    to 
express  their  opinions.  Such 
basic     freedoms     such     as 
freedom    of    speech,    press, 
thought,      religion,      and 
movement,    things   we    take 
for    granted    in    Canada    are 
unknown  in  the  U.S.S.R.  But 
Canadians  don't  like  to  hear 
of  such  things  just  as  they 
don't    like    to    hear    about 
Biafra     or     East     Pakistan 
because  it  may  spoil  their  6 
o'clock  martini.  This  kind  of 
attitude     was    shown     very 
clearly     in     the     Toronto 
Telegram    of   October   26th 
where     the    headlines    read 
"Kosygin  Receives  Good-Bye 
Kiss    From    Mrs.    Trudeau" 
and  only  later  on  page  four  is 
the      demonstration 
mentioned.     It    seems    that 
Canadians    would    be    more 
interested  that  Mrs.  Trudeau 
gets  Kosygin  all  worked  up 
instead  of  the  fact  that  many 
people     were     beaten     and 
injured     in     defending     the 
democratic     principles     on 
which    our    constitution    is 
based.    The    author    of   the 
article    in    the   Erindalian   is 
absolutely    correct,    though, 
when     she     states     that 
demonstrations   such   as   the 
one  in  Ottawa  are  harmful  to 
Canada.   I   agree  that  if  the 
government     is     concerned 
about  giving  Kosygin  a  good 
time     letting     him     see 
democracy   in   action  would 
not   be    desired,    but  police 
beatings    would    make    him 
feel  right  at  home.  I  am  not 
arguing     whether     Kosygin 
should  visit  Canada  or  not. 
Diplomacy  must  be  realistic 
and  this  visit  might  be  good 
for  our  foreign  relations  but 
every  Canadian  does  have  the 
right     to     demonstrate     to 
Kosygin  and  to  the  world  his 
disapproval     of    the    Soviet 
system.    One  may  ask  what 
do     you     gain     by     such 
demonstrations.  My  answer  is 
to     look     at     the     Jewish 
demonstrations    which    have 
succeeded  in  a  few  cases  such 
as  the  hijacking  trials  and  in 
getting  more  Jews  out  of  the 
U.S.S.R.    This    may    not  be 
much    but   it   is  something. 
Why  do  they  succeed?  The 
answer     is      obviously 
disciplined   organization  and 
a  great  involvement.  This  is 
what     the     Ukranians     and 
other     minorities     need.     A 
Ukranian     Club     is.    being 
formed     in    Erindale    which 
would   work   in  conjunction 
with  SUSK  downtown.  This 
club    would    not    be    only 
political  in  its  aims.  A  lot  of 
emphasis  would  be  placed  on 
cultural   activities.   Anybody 
interested  should  leave  their 
name  and  address  and  phone 
number  in  the  SAGE  office.  I 
would     like     to     see    other 
ethnic   groups   forming  such 
clubs  so  that  we  could  work 
together     in     our     common 
goals.

During  the  political

All  I  can  only  hope  that  I  won't 
be  trying  to  inform  a  brick  wall  — 
If  you  people  have  questions, 
come  to  me  any  time.

Dear  Editor, 

Miss  Tanya  Abolins  in 
her  article  "Ottawa"  in  last 
week's  "Erindalian"  decided 
that  she  had  a  case  against 
Ukrainian  Nationalists  who 
demonstrated  in  Ottawa 
against  the  Soviet  tyranny 
which  rules  in  their 
homeland. 

Exactly  what  it  was  that 
upset  Miss  Abolins,  the 
reader  does  not  know.  Is  it 
simply  the  fact  that 
Ukrainians  "disgraced 
Canadians  by  treating  their 
'visitors  and  guests'  in  this 
manner",  or  that  "all  these 
incidents  add  up  to 
embarrassment  to  Canada" 
or  was  it  really  that  Miss 
Abolins  had  a  desire  to  lash 
out  her  anxieties  about 
Ukrainians  with  these  poor 
excuses? 

If,  in  fact,  her  argument 
would  have  been  solely 
concerned  with  the 
treatment  of  foreign 
dignitaries  in  Canada,  then 
she  would  have  also 
mentioned  the  protests  and 
demonstrations  staged  by  the 
Jews,  Lithuanians,  Latvians, 
Estonians,  Hungarians, 
B  e  1  or  ussia  ns  ,  Serbs, 
Croatians,  Czechs,  Slovaks, 
Rumanians,  Poles,  etc.  These 
people  when  measured 
together  against  the  number 
of  Ukrainians  who 
participated  in  the 
demonstrations  far 
outnumber  the  Ukrainians. 
1500  Ukrainians  at  a 
demonstration,  as  compared 
to  10,000  Jews  who  showed 
up,  is  no  comparison  at  all, 
and  yet  Miss  Abolins  fails  to 
mention  these  masses  of 
people  in  her  article. 


Secondly,  Miss  Abolins 
grants  that  "protests  are 
sometimes  needed  as  the 
only  means  of  being  heard 
and  expressing  ideas",  but 
she  states  that  the  Ukrainians 
in  this  case  were  wrong.  She 
also  says  that  Mr.  Koysgin 
must  already  know  that 
you're  against  him". 

In  what  way  does  Mr. 
Kosygin  know  this?  If  not 
for  demonstrations,  mass 
rallies,  protests  and 
petitioning,  firstly  how 
would  a  suppressed  country 
behind  the  Iron  Curtain, 
under  Soviet  power,  get  a 
chance  to  raise  a  cry  for  help 
and  secondly,  how  would  a 
man  in  Canada  (preferably  of 
Ukrainian  origin)  make  his 
protest  heard?  Would  he  send 
a  delegation  to  Moscow 
(having  paid  all  expenses 
himself)  and  there  try  to 
reason  with  the  Soviet 
power?  We  have  seen  what 
has  hapened  to  people  in  the 
Soviet  Union  who  voice  their 
opinion  about  the 
government.  Since  people  in 
Canada  (and  these  include 
Ukrainians)  are  allowed 
freedom  of  opinion  and 
speech,  then  this  basic 
human  right  should  be  used, 
as  in  the  case  of  Ukrainians 
for  whom  this  is  their  only 
voice  in  the  world.

To  the  editor: 

I  wish  to  correct  Miss 
Abolin's  article  "Ottawa"  in 
last  week's  ERINDALIAN.  I 
did  not  attend  the 
demonstration  because  "I 
went  to  open  up"  nor  do  I 
have  "a  secret  desire  to 
throw  eggs  at  Mr.  Kosygin 
when  given  the  chance."  The 
demonstration  was  held  to 
protest  the  arrival  of  Mr. 
Kosygin  in  Canada.  It  was 
also  held  so  that  Canadians 
would  become  aware  of  what 
is  actually  going  on  behind 
the  Iron  Curtain.  Tanya,  do 
you  think  throwing  eggs  at 
Mr.  Kosygin  would 
accomplish  any  purpose  at 
all,  or  is  he  just  a  symbol  for 
all  those  that  think  might  is 
better  than  right.  I  think  that 
kind  of  action  could  only 
make  life  worse  for  people  in 
the  Ukraine. 

Miss  Abolins  also  states 
that  "Protests  are  sometimes 
needed  as  the  only  means  of 
being  heard  and  expressing 
ideas."  I  think,  in  this  case, 
demonstrations  were  the 
only  way.  Delegations  and 
letters  would  not  help.  I'm 
sure  that  Kosygin  would  not 
even  see  delegations  sent  by 
people  from  Eastern 
European  countries,  but  Mr. 
Kosygin  has  to  see  and  hear 
for  himself  that  there  are 
people  who  care  what's 
happening  in  the  Ukraine, 
that  his  murdering  and 
torturing  cannot  go  on 
forever. 

The  news  editor  also 
states  that  "all  these 
ingredients  add  up  to 
embarrassment  to  Canada." 
Instead  of  being  embarrassed, 
all  of  Canada  should  be 
demonstrating.  Because  what 
is  going  on  behind  the  Iron 
Curtain  is  something  that 
people  should  not  condone. 
We  .didn't  .cqn.d.one 
Czechoslovakia     —     why 
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or  how  many. 


Personally  I  never  did  go 
to  Oktoberfest  at  Hart  House 
but  I  can  well  imagine.that  it 
went  over  quite  well.

The 
reason  the  pub  changed 
location  was  that  the 
furniture  in  the  old  pub  was 
literally  being  destroyed  by 
the  onslaught  of  people  and 
their  conduct.  The  reason 
that  there  is  an  additional  5c 
charge  for  the  first  beer  is  to 
encourage  people  to  bring 
back  their  empties.  Few 
people  realize  that  empties 
are  a  hazard  because  they  are 
easily  broken.  The  reason  for 
the  higher  price  for  beer  in 
the  old  pub  is  to 
accommodate  a  sufficient 
minority  of  people  at  this 
college  who  seem  to  want  a 
quiet  pub  and  the  higher 
priced  beer  seems  to  divide 
the  two  factions.

NAME  YOUR  CAMPUS 


In  light  of  the  proposal  to 
create  additional  campuses  to 
meet  the  projected  expansion  of 
enrolment  on  this  campus  and  to 
fulfill  the  resolution  of  the 
Erindale  College  Council  that  a 
referendum  be  held  to  determine 
a  name  for  the  campus,  the 
following  arrangements  have  been 
made: 

Nominations:  Proposed  names, 
supported  by  fifteen  signatures, 
must  be  submitted  to  Mrs.  June 
Shane  (Room  229,  Preliminary 
Building)  by  5:00  p.m.  on 
Wednesday,  November  3.  These 
names  will  be  included  on  the 
ballot  for  write-in  suggestions. 
Supporting  Statements:  Those 
submitting  names  are  urged  to 
include  a  brief  (100-150  words) 
statement  of  justification  for  their 
proposal.  These  statements  will  be 
posted  in  a  public  place  by  the 
balloting  committee.  In  addition 
proponents  of  various  names  will 
be  established  by  presentation  of 
the  appropriate  university  identity 
card. 

Eligibility  to  vote:  All  members  of 
Erindale  College's  academic  and 
support  staff  and  all  students,  day 
and  extension,  shall  each  be 
entitled  to  submit  one  ballot  in 
the  referendum.  Qualification  will 
be  established  by  presentation  of 
the  appropriate  university  identity 
card. 


Polling  Procedures:  A  polling 
station  will  be  opened  in  the 
college  cafeteria  (Room  125, 
Preliminary  Building)  at  the 
following  times: 

Monday,  November  8  —  10  a.m. 
to  4  p.m. ;  7  p.m.  to  9  p.m. 
Tuesday,  November  9  —  10  a.m. 
to  4  p.m.;  7  p.m.  to  9  p.m. 
Wednesday,    November    10    —    7 
p.m.  to  9  p.m. 

Thursday,  November  11  —  7  p.m. 
to  9  p.m. 

Voting  Procedures:  Those  voting 
will  be  asked  to  express  a 
preference  (1st,  2nd,  3rd,  etc.)  for 
the  names  on  the  ballot  or  for  any 
name  they  may  choose  to  write 
in.  In  counting  ballots,  if  no 
proposed  "name  receives  an 
absolute  majority  of  first 
preferences,  the  choice  receiving 
the  least  votes  will  be  eliminated 
and  the  second  preferences  will  be 
distributed.  This  process  of 
elimination  will  continue  until 
one  name  receives  an  absolute 
majority  of  support. 
Election  Officials:  Volunteers  to 
act  as  returning  officers  and  to 
supervise  the  counting  of  ballots 
are  asked  to  offer  their  services  to 
Professor  J.J.  Rae.
